British royal family to its shores. 
This m ust be especially true this 
time, the first visit Queen Eliza­ 
beth had m ade to this country since 
she ascended to the throne. 
Americans have a w arm place in 
their hearts for this lovely young 
woman upon 
whom have 
been 
th m it public responsibilities and 
burdens far beyond the norm al 
call. 
She is gracious and charming, 
soberly capable, 
possessed of a 
high sense of duty. 
Her natural 
bearing is regal, rem inding one 
of that very symbol of royal dig­ 
nity, the late Queen Mary. 
Yet withal there is really no stiff 
ness or stuffiness in her make-up, 
as we found in her last visit here, 
as Princess, some years back. C rit­ 
ics at home who talked of her 
“ school-girl priggishness” seemed 
to m any in America unduly harsh, 
and without understanding of the 
m onarchy’s symbolic stature. 
It is 
not that the 
monarchy 
should resist all change. Quite the 
contrary. 
Obviously it m ust move 
to fit the tim es in which it resides 
But it m ust bend slowly, conscious 
always of its high value of a kind 
of spiritual cem ent for free men 
of good will in many lands which 
pay it allegiance in one degree or 
another. 
Elizabeth II’s em pire is not the 
vast array of rich and scattered 
territories 
it once was. 
It has 
shrunk 
as 
emerging 
peoples 
in 
Asia and Africa have lifted their 
heads in independence. 
Nor is her homeland th* power 
ful military and political force it 
was up to the years of World War I 
Yet the 
British with their re 
m arkable 
heritage, 
their 
sturdy 
character and their talent for poli­ 
tics and diplomacy, still stand as 
a great factor for freedom. 
And 
we have no stouter friends any 
where on earth than these who 
have given us so much of our own 
heritage. 
We rejoice to have the Queen 
and her handsom e husband, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, am ong us. 
We greet her as a cherished per 
sonal friend whom it is always a 
delight to see. 
We extend our hand to her, too, 
as the em inent representative of 
a distinguished nation whose con 
tinued enlistm ent in the em battled 
cause of freedom is vital to all 
iberty-lo\mg peoples.

With Health, Welfare Fields: Dearborn

CHICAGO O n _ The head of 
the National Safety Council said 
today the safety movement has not 
kept pace with strides in other 
health and social welfare problems 
because it has “failed to stir the 
hearts of our fellow countrym en.” 
Ned ll. Dearborn spoke at the 
opening session of the 45th Nation­ 
al Safety Congress. 
More 
than 
2,000 safety experts from across 
the nation and from 20 foreign 
countries are attending the five- 
day meeting. 


Dearborn said impressive gains 
have been made in saving lives 
through 
medical 
campaigns, 
but 
only small 
decreases 
have 
been 
achieved in the traffic toll. 
“We 
in 
the 
safety 
movement 


have failed to stir the hearts of 
our fellow countrym en.” Dearborn 
said. 
"There are scores ol other 
worthy causes which arouse wide­ 
spread support — heart ailments, 
cancer, tuberculosis, polio, muscu 
lar dystrophy and currently Asian 
flu, to mention only a few. 
“Why, in the name of human 
ity,” he said, "don’t the American 
people react in the same degree to 
the terrible toll of accidents— 95,- 
000 killed in 1956 alone, more than 
a million injured, many thousands 
of them permanently, and an eco­ 
nomic loss of ll billion dollars?" 
Dearborn said business has re­ 
cently taken positive action against 
off-the-job accidents, but labor is 
"still a weak safety voice,” women 
are "now here near as active in the 
safety field ' as in other welfare 
work, 
and 
schools 
and 
colleges 
"have made only a good begin­ 
ning.” 


Dearborn urged a new look at 
the council’s program by all scien­ 
tists from psychologists to mat he 
maticians. 
He also suggested an 
intensive and continuing study on 
the basic causes of accidents, an 
evangelistic zeal for accident pre­ 
vention and a re-examination by 
safety leaders of their own efforts.

RICHMOND. Va. (IP) -O fficials 
sought new m eans today to p re­ 
serve the state’s tradition of racial 
segregation in the schools. 


The U. S. Supreme Court Mon 
day toppled the state’s pupil-place 
ment law, designed as the keystone 
in Virginia’s program of “ massive 
resistance” to court-ordered inte­ 
gration. 
Gov. Thomas B. Stanley said the 
state would ‘‘continue to use every 
legal and proper m eans” to block 
integration 
attem pts. 
He 
said 
there were other weapons at hand. 
Stanley 
apparently 
referred 
to 
companion laws to the pupil-place- 
m ent plan, which would automati- 
cady close integrated schools and 
withdraw state funds from schools 
that do integrate.

However, both a federal district
